“The exterior diameter of the dial is 
5.75 mm.; the exterior circle limiting the 
minutes measures only 4.6 mm.; the hour 
hand is 1.3 mm. long and the minute hand 
2.4. The motion of the barrel is trans- 
mitted to the train by means of 56 barrel 
teeth. The four wheels and pinions consti- 
tuting the entire train altogether weigh 42 
milligrams (a little more than 2-3 of one 
grain). The scape pinion, which has six 
leaves and a diameter of 0.39 mm., carries 
the scape wheel, with 13 teeth, of a diam- 
eter of 2.16 mm., and a weight of 0.75 mil- 
ligram 

“The balance oi this tiny piece of mech- 
anism weighs 0.00175 gram, with a diame- 
ter of 3.57 mm. The diameter of the cylin- 
der is 0.35 mm.; the shell of it is a little 
more than 0.03 mm. thick; the pivots are 
not fully 1-20 of one millimeter thick. As 
to the balance spring, its exterior diameter 
is 1.78 mm.; the height and thickness of 
blade are respectively about 0.07 and 0.008 
mm. The entire spring weighs o.1 milli- 
gram. The balance makes 18,152 vibrations 
the hour.”’ 

The bijou watch is, as its name indicates, 
to be applied to a piece of jewelry (bi- 
jouteric), and may assume an endless va- 
riety of fancy forms. The watch, tiny of 
itself, may become quite useful in a bracelet 
or ring, and be elaborated as a flower or 
fruit or scarab. The three rings illus- 
trated were made by Paul Ditisheim. The 
center ring has a 4 ligne movement, circu- 
lar winding, superposed movement. The 
other two are 6 lignes, flat movement: the 
watch is wound by turning the bezel; the 
hands are set by displacing the bolt seen 
on one side of the ring. 

Another kind of small watches has come 
into vogue lately—the bicycle button, and 
having spoken at length of the above small 
watches, a few words on the latter may not 
be out of place. We are told that the idea 
originated with the firm, Vacheron & Con- 
stantin, of Geneva, who either hid the 
movement in some part of the clothing or 
placed it in the large head of the sleeve 
button. Figs. 5 and 6 give different as- 
pects of the button

A Good Opportunity for Manufacturers 
Seeking Mexican Trade. 
Wasnincton, D. C., Feb. 23.—The Sec- 
retary of State has approved a suggestion 
made by Consul Magill, at Tampico, Mex 
ico, that a section of the consulate be used 
for the exhibition of samples of United 
States products that are small in size and 
can be easily handled. The Consul says if 
manufacturers desire to take advantage of 
this permission, either he or his clerk will 
be glad to invite local merchants to call 
and examine the articles, and they will also 
personally represent their good qualities to 
the best of their ability. In all cases 
charges for freight and delivery should be 
prepaid. The Consul has been authorized 
to carry out the proposed plan, “as being 
obviously in the interests of manufacturers 
of the United States, provided that all ex- 
penses shall be defrayed by the firms send- 
ing samples, and that no part of the cost 
of the proposed exhibit shall devolve upon 

the consulate.” 

In view of the fact that American manu- 
facturers are at present enjoying an en- 
viable reputation in Mexico the oppor- 
tunity thus presented to our manufacturers 
should be taken advantage of.

\_BANY, N. Y., Feb. 25.—There was a 
earing Wednesday before the Senate 
Codes Committee on Senator Guy’s “fake 
dvertising” bill. Senator Guy said:

NTERVIEW WITH SENATOR GUY IN NEW YORK. 
In speaking of his bill against fraudu 
lent advertising Friday morning Senator 
Guy told a CrrcuLar reporter in New 
York that he had hardly expected that it 
would be reported by the committee, and 
xpressed himself as much pleased that 
the bill would now come before the legis 
lators upon its merits. The bill had been 
reported only after he had convinced his 
fellow members of the committee that it 
vas in no sense a “freak” bill as was 
harged, but a plain, common sense meas 
ire to prevent fraud in advertising. The 
principal objection heretofore made, that 
the present laws provided for the punish 
nent of all cases of fraud, did not hold 
gainst this act, as the bill was more a pre 
entive than punitive measure; in other 
vords, instead of waiting, as in the Dean 
windle and certain Klondike companies 
intil hundreds of people had been victim 
zed before the law could take its course,

The Lasar Smuggling Case. 


Arrest of Leo Reichman. The Lasars Indicted 
by the Grand Jury. 

Proceedings in the Lasar smuggling case 
took a new and unexpected turn last week 
Special Treasury Agent Theobold, who had 
been in Europe collecting evidence, re 
turned Feb. 21st on the Campania, and three 
days after his return Leo Reichman, a for 
mer employe of Max J. Lasar, a witness 
who the Government has contended was 
spirited away, was arrested at his home, 116 
W 137th St., New York He was charged 
with absenting himself to escape testifying 
and was placed under bail to appear 
at the examination Saturday. Before the 
examination, however, the United States 
Grand Jury found indictments against 
Emanuel J., Helena, and Max J. Lasar, 
charging them with attempting to smug 
gle diamonds into’ this country. 

When the time for the examination ar 
rived Saturday morning the three defend 
ants with their counsel, Abraham Levy and 
his associate, Mr. Murray, were in court 
as usual, and when Asst. District Attorney 
Kohler offered before Commissioner 
Shields to consent to a discontinuance of 
these proceedings Mr. Murray objected 
and with Mr. Levy demanded the exami 
nation as a matter of right. Mr. Kohle: 
then stated to the Commissioner that an in 
dictment had been found against these par 
ties, and as the proceedings before him 
were simply to decide whether these defend 
ants should be held for the Grand Jury or 
not, the action by the Grand Jury made a 
continuance unnecessary. The Distfict At 
torney, he said, had exercised the discretion 
that the law allowed in bringing a case 
before the Grand Jury in the way he 
thought most proper. 

Mr. Levy insisted upon the examination 
going on, that the defendants might know 
who their accusers were, and of exactly 
what they were accused, but Commissioner 
Shields granted a motion to dismiss the 
proceedings and the bail bonds of the de 
fendants were canceled. The three de 
fendants were then formally surrendered by 
their counsel, and accompanied by thei 
bondsmen, appeared before Judge Brown 

When asked to plead, Mr. Levy said that 
they would enter a temporary plea of “not 
guilty,” but requested that the Judge give 
him time to examine the indictment, and 1 
case a defect was found, to grant permis 
sion to change that plea to a demurrer 
Mr. Kohler insisted that the time should be 
short, and the Judge set it down for a week 
Judge Brown then fixed the bail at $5,000 
each, and the former bondsmen were a 
cepted. Should the defendants decide to 
demur to the indictment, the demurrer will 
come up on Saturday next. The witness 
Leo Reichman, was also continued und 
bond to appear and testify when needed by 
the Government 

Judge Brown denied the application o 
Mr. Murray that the names of the witness« 
who appeared before the Grand Jury 
should be endorsed on the indictment, tha 
the defendants might know who appeare: 
against them. 

In speaking of the action of the Distri 
Attorney in taking the case out of th 
hands of the Commissioner and bringing 
it before the Grand Jury, Mr. Levy saic 
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that while such action was within the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s province, it was a most un- 
usual proceeding and clearly indicated that 
the prosecution were afraid that their case 
was too weak to stand if the facts were 
brought out before the Commissioner 


An Anti-Trading Stamp Bill Favorably 
Reported to the Maryland Senate. 
BALTIMORE, Md., Feb. 23.—The Senate 

Committee on Judiciary to-day reported fa- 

vorably the bill against the use of trading 

stamps. Violators of its provisions “shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof before any justice 
of the peace of this State, or court of com 
petent jurisdiction therein, shall be fined 
not less than $50 nor more than $200 for 
each offense, and for a second or repeated 
violation of said sections may, in addition 
to said fine, be imprisoned in the House of 

Correction or in the city or county jail, as 

the case may be, for not less than one 

month nor more than six months.”

leaf, which he said he Mr. Holland 
weighed the package and its weight was 
44 pwts. The man claimed that the matter 
was pure leaf, and Mr. Holland 
thought it was, but applied the tests, in- 
cluding the acid test, and the metal was un- 
He declined to pay what the man 
and the man went away, but re- 
turned after awhile and said he had to re- 
turn on the 3 o'clock train and would take 
$18 for it. He would not wait for it to be 
melted, and so Mr. Holland gave him $18. 

When the stuff was melted Mr. Holland 
got about $5 worth of gold out of it. It 
proved to be bronze leaf electroplated with 
gold, there being about 15 per cent. of gold 
in the amount. It afterwards turned out 
that the man had victimized other jewelers, 
ind Mr. Byers, of the Cincinnati Refining 
Co., told the writer that his company re- 
ceived some of the stuff from Dayton jewel- 
ers to melt up and refine and found that 
they had also been victimized by the same 
fellow.

watch inspection on these roads has been 
periormed, it being claimed, among other 
things, that through the influential position 
of the chief inspector, who is the only in- 
spector in the whole list who is appointed 
by the railroad company, he is enabled 
to foster the sale of a make of watch in 
which he is personally interested, to the 
exclusion of watches of other make speci- 
fied by the company as being satisfactory 
for the use of their emploves. Section 10 
of the Time Inspection Service Circular, 
dated Dec. 15, 1897, the last issued by the 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago and St. 
Louis (Big Four) Railway Co., says: 

10. The highest grades and most carefully fin- 
ished and adjusted American made watches ap 
proach nearer the point of absolute safety and 
certainty than any other make of watches. They 
are simple and strong, not liable to get out of 
order, easy to handle and repair, and reasonable 
in price; therefore the company will require all 
new watches going into service to be of the high- 
est grades, which quality is represented by the 
“Howard Nickel, 18 size, New 1895 Model’; by 
the “Hamilton Nos. 938 and 939"; by the “Wal 
tham Vanguard” and “Crescent Street Vanguard 
Model,” both open face and hunting; by the 
“Illinois Watch Co. Bunn Special,” both open 
face and hunting; by the ‘“‘Hampden Special Rail 


both open face and hunting; by the “Elgin 


way,” : 
‘Ball Official 


Nos. 181, 149 and 150, and by the 
Standard Watches.” 

Thus is a distinct enumeration made of 
the makes of watches satisfactory to the 
officials of the railroad. No coercion 
should be exercised to force a railroad em- 
plove to buy any one make of watch to 
the exclusion of the others. He must be 
permitted to buy the watch he desires. The 
autocratic position of the chief inspector 
would make it an easy matter for him to 
govern the sale of watches to the railroad 
employes, provided he willed to do so. As 
he appoints his assistant inspectors in the 
cities and towns along the line of the sys- 
tem, he could select those watchmakers 
only who would agree to handle only his 
official watch, or at least do all they could 
to sell his official watch to the exclusion of 
others. No definite evidence has yet come 
to light that any such abuse of power has 
been exercised, although, according to the 
article quoted in another part of this issue, 
several grievances have been expressed. 
The exact state of affairs cannot yet be 
learned, for the division officers of the rail- 
way seem to place entire reliance in the 
watch inspector and his assistants, and no 
complaint placed before them seems to 
carry weight; the chief inspector disclaims 





discrimination, while the complainants 
claim to possess abundant evidence for the 
position they take. Whatever ma~ be the 
exact status, the railroad company’s of- 
ficials explicitly state the watches satis- 
factory to them, and no system of coercion 
should be devised and exercised to force 
the railroad employe to take any watch 
other than what he wants from this list

stamp company, gains. The game may go 
any way, it makes no difference; the trad- 
ing stamp company must win. It is a large 
application of the old dodge, “Heads I win, 
tails you lose.” The retail merchants 
should unite to crush this meddling and 
profit destroying interloper. In the Legis- 
latures of New York, New Jersey, Mary- 
land, Virginia and other States, measures 
have been introduced to prohibit the con- 
ducting of such illegal enterprises as trad- 
ing stamp schemes Merchants in these 
States should urge to passage the bill be- 
fore their Legislature, while the merchants 
of other States should endeavor to have 
passed similar measures.

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Workshop Notes. 


Acid-Resisting Cement.—The following 
is an excellent formula for preparing either 
a varnish or a cement for covering vessels 
used by photographers, or vats used in 
electro-chemistry. Marine glue is dissolved 
n a mixture of ether, alcohol and chloro- 


form; in a fairly thick state this mixture 1s 


ntroduced into the joints Ihke common 
glue, and affects similar purposes, while 
at the same time it is not attacked by acids; 
when more liquid, it forms a thin coat of 
varnish upon polished wood. 

Facetious Silver Al'oy.—Take 190 
grams (or parts) fine tin, which melt in a 
rucible previously heated to redness, and 
thereto add 60 grams bell metal commi- 
nuted to small pieces the size of a lentil; 
they must be added in small quantities at a 
time to the molten tin and stirred with an 
ron rod until melted perfectly. Into the 
crucible is next poured little by little 320 
grams partly melting tin. When the alloy 
is satisfactory it is poured into either 
sand or copper molds. This alloy may be 
used in the manufacture of tableware, 
plates on which to engrave music, and for 
many other purposes. 

Truing a Grindstone.—The best way 
to restore the roundness of a small grind- 
stone is by wearing it down. I had such 
in untrue grindstone, and tried all kinds 
of ways, but found the following the best: 
I fastened the two sides of the shaft in a 
block of wood, sufficiently tight to keep it 
from wobbling, and then took a piece of 
charcoal, which I held carefully against 
the stone to mark the raised and uneven 
places I next took a sharp hammer, 
something like a mason’s, and trimmed 
the high places down, continuing until the 
stone ran fairly true. This operation is so 
simple as to be not worth explaining. I 
then removed the stone to its frame, took 
a piece of hard steel and turned the stone, 
which became nice and round in a short 
time. As the watchmaker’s grindstone is 
not large any fair sized hammer (of course 
the sharp or so-called pene end) may be 
used. If the frame of the stone is suffi- 
ciently strong the work of dressing may 
be performed without removing the stone. 

Momentum. — \lomentum 
some of the elastic force of the balance

spring and friction, It is the force of a 
body in motion, and is equal to the weight 
f the body multiplied by its velocity. 
Velocity in a balance is represented by its 
circumference, a given point in which it 
travels a given distance in a given time. 


Weight is that contained in its rim. <A 
balance may be said to have more or less 
momentum in proportion as it retains 


force imparted to it by impulsion. If a 
watch has a balance with which it has been 
brought to time and this is changed for one 
of one-half its size it requires to be four 
times as heavy, because its weight 1s then 
only half the distance from the center, and 
any given point in its circumference has 
only half the distance to travel. On the 
other hand, a balance twice the size would 
have one-fourth the weight. In the first 
case the balance would have twice as much 
momentum as the original one, because if 
we multiply the weight by the velocity

balance. It follows that the smaller and 
heavier a balance the more momentum, 
and the reverse the less momentum it has, 


always with the condition that the balance 
spring controls both equally. 
Mr. Stoggleby’s Alarm Clocks. 

“T never set my alarm clock nowadays,” 
said Mr. Stoggleby, “without thinking of 
one T used to get up by once and I never 
had to set at all.

That night 
I set my alarm clock, and at 4 o’clock next 
morning I was up. And at that hour I 
heard the steamboat go by just the same, 
only now she churned past as slick and 
smooth and soothin’ as you please. They 
hadn't taken her off, but they'd put a new 
bucket in her wheel.”—The Sun.

Gold and Silver in the Ornamentation of 
Glass.

In the firing, the two materials, so 
to speak, fuse one into the other. So in- 
timately, indeed, do the glass and metal in 
termix that it is impossible to remove any 
portion of the latter without breaking the 
lormer One advantage accruing trom 
this process is the doing away with plaster 
joinings in metal necks of stoppered bot

ample supply of water. But these, without 
the skill to use them advantageously, would 
have been of little use. That skill Derby 
produced, for it gave birth to several re 
markable inventors. John Lombe first in- 
troduced the art of silk throwing in this 
country, at Derby. 

Derby had long been noted for its tex 
tile productions, the water of the Derwent 
having been found specially suitable for 
dyeing purposes. The first silk mill was 
built by John Lombe in 1717, and so re- 
cently as 50 or 60 years ago, silk was 
the principal trade of the district. In 1758 
Jeddiah Strutt invented the Derby ribbed 
stocking frame, and gave hosiery a spurt 
in the town. The first calico manufactured 
in England was made by Sir Richard Ark- 
wright at Derby in 1773 It was about 
1740 that William Duesbury came to 
Derby, and laid the foundation of the 
Derby China Factory. The Duesburys 
perfected the manufacture of the world 
famous Crown Derby pottery, but they did 
not induce (and perhaps they did not wish 
to encourage) the advent of other potters 
to Derby 

Important as its manufactures have been, 
they have not been maintained, and for a 
long time the progress of the town was 
but very slight, while some of its indus- 
tries have dwindled considerably.  Al- 
though the Lombe family made a large 
fortune out of silk, the industry has been 
almost destroyed by foreign competition 
The Crown Derby pottery died out for a 
time, while other industries made no prog 
ress. After remaining almost stationary 
(except in the few industries in which it 
receded) for a number of years, the intro- 
duction of railways gave Derby a sudden 
and permanent impetus. Three railway 
companies came as near the town as the 
prejudice that then existed against railways 
would permit. These companies amalga 
mated, and became the Midland Railway 
Co. Derby was made the head of the 
system, and the fortune of the town 
was made. We cannot here follow the 
fortunes of the other local industries. Our 
present business is with the Royal Crown 
Derby Porcelain Co.
